£. We may sum up by stating that the success of the C anise operation, 
like most other agent activities, depends primarily oh the assignment of a 
qualified case officer. FOB is not in a position today to do justice to all , 
its commitments and there is no immediate prospect of getting . additional case 
officers for West German coverage. Accordingly, we see no choice but to 
maintain casual contact with Camise with the justified hope that if and when 
an intensification of West German reporting activity should be desired, she 
will.be there to assist us. We gave Camise $80 some months ago to assist her 
in. Paris. Beyond that there have been no financial expenditures recently 
and none are anticipated. 
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
